(Original) The composition of claim 2, wherein the C 6 -Ci 4 alkyl carboxylic acid 
comprises octanoic acid, heptanoic acid, decanoic acid, dodecanoic acid, myristic acid, or 
mixture thereof. 

4. (Original) The composition of claim 2, wherein the C a -Ci 4 alkyl carboxylic acid 
comprises octanoic acid.

20. (Original) The composition of claim 19, wherein the alcohol alkoxylate 
comprises Co-Cn linear ethoxylate with 7 moles EO average, C 9 -Ci 2 linear ethoxylate with 3 
moles EO average, or mixture thereof. 

21. (Previously presented) The composition of claim 16, wherein the surfactant 
comprises cocoamidopropyl betaine. 

22. (Previously presented) The composition of claim 1, wherein the composition 
comprises solvent.
